On *ho Monday preceding the murder he 
went to the bank In San Jose, where he 
had money on deposit, and closed his 
account surrendering his bank book The 
paying teller handed Wm over 11000 in $20 
pieces, but Dunham remarked they were 
too awkward to carry about, so had the 
coin changed to greenbacks. These he

ought to last <hhn for some time 


On tihe same day tie Instructed Ms at- 


torney, Mr Goss, to foreclose a mortgage 
which he <held against Mr Pennlman 
These proceedings were Instituted, and 
the papers are now before the court. 


Hta attorney and <those who know him 


best say he js a clever man, and entirely 
scout the Idea that he Is crasy.

It Is 
known that he had previously been en- 
gaged In a family dispute, and i Is now 
thought that lie originally intended to 
come to San Francisco, deserting his 
wife and her family. 


It Is thought that he went home and

4he was dead, he stuffed her mouth full 
of clotih to make sure th« job was com- 
plete 
After one murder, It Is believed 


he sought to cover up his tracks by kill- 
ng all tlie others, and when he had come 
to his latt tmH«rt, saved that for George, 
the workman 
He chased him around 


for fully half an hour, and when he saw 
the chase was (hopeless. Jumped on a 
horse and made good his e»cape 


The prr-valHng opinion Is that the mur- 


derer intended to kiH every one and then 
appear in Ban Jose and throw suspicion 
on some one else It Is not believed that 
when he came home he had any intention 
of murder, but circumstances wo-ked him 
into a fienzy, and his only hope waa to 
destroy all eye ^vitnesoes or those who 
knww of his recent quarrels 


There are some who think religion 


may ha\e cut a figure in the ease 
Though not a Catholic Dunham was in- 
clined that way as was shown- by his 
attending the Santa. Clara College and 
It la suggested that disputes bad oc- 
cuired at his home over the way the 
child should toe reared All the rest of 
the family were Protestants and Dun-

NOT INSANE 


Dunham's former neighbors all eay

Dunham's brother Charles Is the per- 


son who has been urging the insanity 
theory and on every occasion he has In- 
sisted that his brother was unsound 
mentally

Dunham has a sister now attending 


and scrub oak, so that it is practically 
impossible for him to move about with- 
out following the trails If toll ia done 
capture is certain. The possibility that 
the murderer has already

The Federal Supreme Court which has 


Just adjourned left a smaller docket of 
untried cases than had been known for 
many years. The court disposed of 4S7 
oases this yp«r. an

How Ho Saved the IJvcs of Many 


CnptfTO Americans. 


Now that the brief misunderstanding 


>etwecn this country and Great Britain. :- 
lappily ended, and we are shaking- -hands 
and congratulating each other on the 
peaceful settlement of the difficulty, it is 
>lea»ant .to recall an incident in which her 
majesty's armed sloop .Niobc once did us 
a friendly turn. It was in the Cuban re- 
bellion of 1867-76, and the date was No- 
vember. 1873. A vessel known as the Vlr- 
STlnlus, sailing: under the United States 
flag, h»d been captured by the Spanish 
gunboat Tornado and carried Into the 
harbor of Santiago de Cuba, where her 
.raw and more than too passengers wore 
hrown into prison without even thr form 
>f a trial. Among the latti-r were four In- 
ur(?ent leaders, Senors Ryan. Cespedos 
rarona and Del Sol. These were immedi- 
ately selected and tried by the Spanish 
military court, and flve days after the 
capture were shot, after which Hhe'r 
"lead* were cut off and carried about the 
treets on pikes, while some of the blood- 
tained bearers pressed the ghastly tro- 
hies against the bars of -the'prison win- 
ows as a reminder of the fate the cap- 
'iven might expect. 
I 


Having so quickly dispatched thesa fccb- 
1s, the thirst for blood was Increased ten- 
old. 
The remaining prisoners were now 
reated to a mock trial and condemned to 
eath. No attention was paid to the pro- 
ests of 'the English and American Con- 
suls, and on November 7th Captain Fry 
an American citizen, and fifty-one com- 
panions were brutally butchered In the 
presence of a howling mob who were al- 
lowed to .mutilate the dead bodies as they 
eho«e. Thi» nendlsh work was not only 
permitted, but was encouraged by the 
Spanish commander. It seems Incredible 
that guch artoclties could have been per- 
petrated In the present century by a, Chris- 
thin nation, tout such are the facts, which 
are well authenticated; 


About ninety poor wretches atill re- 
mained behind those gloomy walls, and in 
•plte of the earnest tmdeavora of our rep- 
resentatives, coupled with the efforts of 
the Bngllih Consul, the entire number 
were sentenced to be shot, and the hour 
w»g fixed for their execution. No Amer-

The collecting is now done, in 
n cfi'ta,in manner, by the f.'ounity Tax 
1,'ollffctor, Mr. Barber, but that gentle- 
man lu.ius that he does hl.s duty in the 
pn-misr-H n"hen he J&iue.-) a license to all 
those who pay thevr licntor tax -to him 
tti his office. He asserts that It Is not 
Ilis duty to g-o out through the county 
and personally collect the liquor tax 
in every cross-road and road-side tav- 
ern, and, furthe.-more, that he is not 
ublitfed to lure people to do the collect- 
ttn« in that manner. 


The Supei-visor.H oay however that 


«h,- Supremo Count haa decided that 
•the lj.x-cllleetor is the man to col- 
lect dhe license* and that they do not 
know, at the present time, how to make 
any other arrangements In the premi- 
ses.

fices say, that, under the new fee-bill. 
an officer who makes en arrest, in most 
Instances loses money by the opera- 
tion- 


As a consequence of thle state of af- 


falt-H. the county is Buffering a danger- 
ous decrease In it* revenue, and there 
In no doubt tlwt tihls will be augment- 
ed until ar»mo positive action by (.he 
officials Is taken in t!he premises. 
This decrease IH shown by the fol- 


lowiiiR' farts. Thr- collection's from the 
county saloon t.,ix during the month of 
April otiR-ht to have been about Jl.fiOn, 
•ft-hereas the amount taken In from that 
Rource by the tax-collentor was only 
*»oa In that month there was a loss 
of $700.

May niifpht to have been about 


91-00 not inducting the JliOO deficit of the 
preceding- month, -whereas only J600 
hit been brought Into the co!!"ctnv. 
That represented a second loss of $600, 
or of JI200 in the two months.

About $2.300 and It will be interesting 
to note who* a decrease there will be 
In this respect during that period. 
If •this percentage of decrease con- 
tinues throughout the year, the coun- 
ty's revenue will experience a loss of 
at lon-st 15,000 and perhaps a great 
deal more, out of the amount of $20.- 
0(10 usually collected In a year, because 
hundreds of people will jro imtto the sa- 
loon business in all parts of the coun- 
ty when they know they can do so 
without paying a license- 
This state of affairs is the conse- 
quence of Mie decision o-f the Supreme 
rv>urt of ithe fitate that the county 
Tax-Collector must collect the saloon 
Honor *>ax. 


Previously to that decision, the col- 
lecting had been done by J. W. B-illard. 
•who was employed by the Supervisors 
for 'the purpose and who was paid a

Theso ho 
folded up and put in his pocket ibook, at 
the same time remarking that this amount 
ought to last him for some time.

Theso proceedings were Instituted, and 
tho irapere aro now before the court. 


Hi« attorney and -those -who know him 


best nay ho IB a clever man, and entirely 
scout the idea that ho Is crazy. In fact, 
the general impression now Is that (DUn- 
ham enjoys his full mental powers. It Is 
known that ho had previously been en- 
gaged in «. family dispute, and It Is now 
thought that ho originally intended to 
como. to Sun Francisco, deserting his 
wife and her family. 


It is thought that he went home and 


told her -of his' intentions, and that she 
pleaded with him t« stay. A dispute fol- 
lowed, and ho choked her. Then, finding 
ahe -was doad, h« stuffed her mouth full 
of cloth to make wur* the job was com- 
plete. 
After one murder, It is bolioved 


ho sought to cover up his tracks by klll- 
na all tho others, ami when he had come 
to his last bullet, saved that for George, 
the workman.

The prevailing opinion is that th" mur-

It Is not believed that 
when he- came- home he had any Intention 
of murder, but circumstances worked him 
into a. frenzy, and his only hope was to 
destroy all eye witnesses or those who 
km>w of his recent quarrels.

ST. LOUIS, May 30.—By slow degrees ft. 


Louis Is recovrrlnp: from the business pa- 
ralysis caused by ,dho awful storm. 


Some of tho principal thoroughfares that 


trti-c- nnoked with wreckage have been 
opened and a few street car lines started, 
but the telephone system is practically 


The. side streets through tho s-torm- 


wrecked district are still in a critical con- 
dition. 


Trafflc is in many places impassable. 
It will ipqulie wfoks to restore the 


streets to their normal condition. 


The number of the dead is hourly grow- 


ing greater as the work of clearing away 
the ruins progresses. 


It was said by the officials at the City 


Hospital the day after the storm that no 
om was crushed In the ruins. They are 
beginning to change their minds. It has 
been ascei tained that fifty to seventy-live, 
patients and four or flve employees'are 


Until this morning: practically no work 


towards exploring, the ruins had been 
done, but a,largo force of men were put 
to work there at daylight today, in defer- 
cncr to tho loud demands of people who 
had friends at the Hospital who had not 
been heard from since the storm.. 


Father Konrick of St. Vincent's Church, 


who has been attending the patients at 
the hospital for years, sav-s fifty bodies 
will be taken out, if not more. 


The demand for houses and flats by 


those rendered homeless by Wednesday's 
tornado is great, and real estate men 
think there aie not sufficient vacant hous- 
es in St. Louis to supply the needs of the 
people. 


It is estimated that 7000 homes were so 


damaged as to render Dhem uninhabita- 
ble. Real estate agents i^iy that the num- 
ber ot vacant houses and flats at the time 
of the storm would not exceed (WOO.

Rev. Francis Hermans o£ Sadt Lake 


City, Utah, the suspected murderer oC 
Henrietta Clausen and Annie Samuel- 
son. Is well known in Oakland and .the 
news of his disarrpoarance and prob- 
a'ble guilt has dumbfounded every ppi- 
son who came in, contact with him. on 
the occasion of a recent visit he made 
to this city. 


Hermans came here in August two 


years ago, when it will *e recalled, 
there was held here the annual confer- 
ence of the Norwegian and Danish M. 
K. Church on the Pacific Coast, com- 
prising Utah. Montana, Washington, 
Oregon and California. 


The conference continued for nearly a 


week. It was held In the pretty little 
Norwegian and Danish M. E. Church 
on Twentieth street near San Pablo 
avenue and was presided over by the 
scholarly Bishop Fitzgerald.

Her 
brother lived In C'rookstcwn, Minnesota, 
where I was located as a pastor. She 
used to come there to visit her brother. 


Mr- Hermans' second wife was a 


Miss Wanycn- When ho married her. 
he was pastor in West Superior. She 
was buried in our grave yard and I 
preached th-.' funeral sermon. She died 
in Februnry. 1S01. There was no doubt 
as to the cause of her death- Friends 
knew all about it- 
It wa« a case o" 
natural death. It was during the first 
week of January that she was taken 111. 
It was prayer week. Mr. Hermans was 
with me at a meeting for prayer pur- 
poses. 
When he returned home, his 


wife was out of her mind. Sho died 
the (ir.-i week in February. It is not 
true that she left a child two weeks 
old. 
She had been crazy when she was 
a girl, was always somewlm silly and 
then died Insane." 


Mr. Peterson was asked what had 
become of Mr. Hermans' tirst wife and 
replied that he did not know beyond 
she fact that he understood that she 
had died in England- 


It has been published in various pa- 
pers that Hermans was a, Norweglon. a 
Swede, and even an Flnglishman- Rev. 
Mr. Peterson, however, speaking on the 
subject said: 


"Mr. Hermans was born in Sweden. 
He is about 42 years of age. He follow- 
ed the life of a sailor for several years, 
between Kngland and India- 
It was 


on one of these trips that he was con- 
verted and. later, he became associated 
with seamans' missions. He conducted 
them for live years in France being lo 
oated at Havre. He spent four year in 
the work in London ana was engngei 
In it for four years at Glasgow. While 
there, one of our officials, while travel 
Ing a'brond, met him and. after return 
Ing to this .country fcaid tha-. he hai 
met a. young: man 
in Glasgow wh, 
wanted to come to this country. Ii 
that way he came to America. 


"I have not heard from him directly 
sines the conference was held In this 
city. He used to write me six or «i?ven 
letters every year before that time- : 
do not know why he discontinued tho 
correspondence. 


'"Mr. Hermans was considered a self 
educated man. lie had not receive*' 
coSleglate training. I do not think he 
will come to this part of the country 
because he is well knuwn liere mid he 
will go no place under those jlrcum-

'A' problem has prf»r.-;tar!: Itself for 


the 
consideration of "^a county of- 


ficials which Is no nearer solution now 
than It was when It was first susgeot- 
otl. The problem Is to find out who 
shall colleert the county naloon liquor 
taxes. The collecting Is now done, in 
ii certain manner, by the Connity Tax 
Collector. Mr. Barber, but that gentle- 
man h<,!Gs that he does his duty in the 
premises when he is.<ue.s a license to all 
ithose who pay their liquor tax .to him 
2n his o/lice. He asserts that It Is not 
Tils duty to g-o out througli the countj 
'and personally collect the liquor tax 
in every cross-road ajid road-side tav- 
ern, and, furthermore, that he Is not 
obliged to hi it people to do the collect- 
Unj,' In that manner. 


The Supervisors say however tha,t 


thi> Supreme Court has decided that 
•the td,x-cillector Is the man to col- 
lect Che licenses and that they do not 
.know, at the present time, Tww to make 
any other urraiiKfmenits in the premi- 


Meanwhlle. there ;„ a ]ar«e numbei 
or saJoo-ns 1n operaitlan 'throughout 
the county, the owners or which'have 
Jiot paid their licenses and therefore 
ore operaitinR in Violation of the law. ' 


The question as to wOiebher It Is the 


duty of the Sheriff or Constables 0? 
Txrth to brliiR these offenders to Justice 
Has not yot been disposed of. because 
Kome of -the Incumbents of those of- 
flcea sny. <that. under the new fee-bill 
an oflice-r who makes an arrest, in most 
instances loses money by the opera- 
tiion. 


As a consequence of this state of af- 
lalrs, the county Is suffering a danger- 
ous decrease In its revenue, and there 
Is no doubt tliat this will bo augment- 
ed until some positive action by the 
oiliclals is taken in ttie premises 


This decrease Is shown by the fol- 
lowing facts. Thf collections from the 
county saloon t«x durim,- thp month of 
April ouirht to have been about Jl.fiOO 
•whereas, the amount taken In from that 
pource by the lax-collemor was only 
JSOO. In that month there was a loss 
of 1700. 
J 'rue collections from the same source 
for 
May ouplit to have been about 


SJMO not Including the J600 deficit of the 
preceding montli, whereas only J600 
Ins been brought Into the collector. 
That represented a second loss of SCOO 
or of J1200 In the two months. 


The collections for June oiiR-bt to be 
about 52,300 and it will be Interesting 
to note whnit a decrease there will be 
in this respect during- that period. 
if this percentage of decrease con- 


tinues throughout the year, the' coun- 
ty's revenue will experience a loss of 
at least $5.000 and perhaps a went 
deal more, out of the amount of SliO - 
000 usually collected In a. year, because 
•hundreds of people will jro Intto the sa- 
loon business in all parts of the coun- 
ty when they know they can do so 
without paying- a license. 


This state of affairs Is the conse- 


quence of the decision iyf the Supreme 
Court of .the Rtatc that the county 
TAX-Collector must collect the saloon 
liouor tax. 


Previously to that decision, the col- 


lecting- had been dono by J. W. Ballard, 
who was employed by the Supervn-iors 
lor 'the purpose and who was paid a 
commission of fiftecjr-per'cent for the 
work.
